As the- Bureau is aware, the .resident agent at Leonardtown, Mary- 
land, SA GERARD R. LOWE, recently conducted an investigation 
concerning the theft of some 13^000 pounds of meat, valued in 
excess of $10,000.00, from the U. S. Naval Air Station, Patuxent 
'River, Maryland (NAS) ♦ The investigation resulted in the arrest 
'' of four enlisted men (and another to be arrested on his return ^ 
to the United States), and a civilian receiver. The thefts took 
place during a period of approximately six months, from April to 
October, 1962. Leonardtown is a one-man resident agency, approxi- 
mately 100 miles from headquarters city. 

Considerable work was involved in identifying and locating Naval 
personnel assigned to the warehouse at NAS from which the meat 
was stolen, making them available for interview, and providing 
other assistance to SA LOWE. When the four enlisted men were 
arrested simultaneously by Bureau Agents at NAS on December 6, 
1962*1 there was a problem involved in providing adequate trans- 
portation of the prisoners to Upper Marlboro, Maryland, approxi- 
mately .sixty miles. 

The cas^&as very fast moving; the subjects were identified within 
several "&ays and arrested within two weeks of the beginning of 
\ the^investigation; and very favorable publicity for the Bureau

I NAVY RESERVE RECORDS 

/a. Reference is made to SAC Let 63-63, Paragraph A, 
dated "S/24/63 . 

It has been ascertained from the Bureau of Navy 
Personnel, Navy Annex, Washington 25, D. C, that the Navy 
Reserve Manpower Center located at Bainbridge, Maryland, 
has been set up so that one installation will have complete 
control, in one place of all inactive Naval Reservists. The 
records of all retired officers and enlisted men whose 
records were formerly retained in the various Naval districts 
throughout the United States and abroad have been consoli- 
dated into the new record center in Bainbridge. 

At the time an individual is released from active 
duty and transferred to the Fleet Reserve, the command 
affecting his release will forward his service record book 
to the Bureau of Navy Personnel, Washington, D* C, to be 
incorporated into his master record* Subsequent thereto 
a Fleet Reserve record will be opened for him at Bainbridge, 
Maryland ♦ 

The Navy Classifies Reservists as participants or 
nonparticipants. At such time as a Reservists discontinues 
participating in the Reserve program, his service record 
book at his Reserve district will be forwarded to Bain- 
bridge, Maryland. 

Personnel at the Bureau of Navy Personnel have 
advised that there will be no change in the service record: 
available at Washington, D. C. They point out that these 
^records are the master files of all Navy personnel. 

As in the past, the records of participating 
^Reservists are still maintained in the individual Reserve 
districts covering the residence of the Reservists. There 
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is no change in the maintenance of these records/^ «p
